Consum ption.—Some interesting facts have 
been collected respecting the prevalence of 
consumption in 
various countries. 
Begin­ 
ning from the north, we find some diversity 
in the reports respecting Iceland, 
Harrebow 
mentions the disease as prevalent there : Clos- 
sen as occurring 
in persons about 50; and 
Mackenzie and Hooke only as occurring oc­ 
casionally. 
In Russia it is certainly rare, 
though pleurisy is com mon—in Denmark too, 
it seldom occurs—in Germany, nearly as in 
England ; one fifth of the deaths at Berlin ap­ 
pear to he consumption—at the Hague some­ 
what more, perhaps from some local causes— 
at V'ienna, from one tenth to one sixth only. 
It lias been observed that there are more con­ 
sumptions at Cajen than at Rouen, which is a 
closer town —in Italy consumptions are well 
known. 
Nice and Naples are said to be un­ 
favorable to the consumptive, from the neigh­ 
borhood of mountains. 
In Malta and in Sici­ 
ly, and in other islands in the Mediterranean, 
the disease is rare, though its progress does 
not appear to be retarded by a removal to these 
islands. 
It is little known in Egypt according 
to several authors, though not uncommon at 
Aleppo. 
In 
Bengal consumption is rare, 
though it appears from M ’Gregor’s account 
that about six cases occurred annually in a 
European regiment at Bombay, which is near­ 
ly as many as would be expected in Great 
Britain. 
Chardin says that pulmonary com­ 
plaints are rare in Persia. 
In Greenland the 
disease sometimes occurs— in Canada, it ap­ 
pears to be uncommon—at Philadelphia, one- 
sixth of the deaths is by consumption — in 
South Carolina it is most rare— in Jamaica 
hod all the W est India Islands it is almost 
unknown—Barbadoes and Bermuda seem the 
»lost liable to it — it occurs occasionally at the
